Living Cost Spurt 
Now Leveled Off

WASHINGTON — T h e sharp 
ten-month living cost spurt is dy­ 
ing down and a government ex­ 
pert forecast today a period of at 
least temporary stability. 
Ever since the June outbreak 
of war in Korea, the official cost- 
of-living 
index 
had been leap­ 
frogging ahead every month. But 
yesterday’s index for mid-April 
showed only an upward flicker 
over mid-March. In fact, by one 
alternate formula it stood stock 
still. 
May Ease Pressure 
Ewan Clague, commissioner of 
labor statistics whose agency con­ 
ducts tile economic temperature- 
taking reflected in the index, told 
a reporter there was no question 
but that living costs have levelled 
off. 
A period 
of relative stability 
could be expected to remove some 
of the pressures for liberalizing 
wage and price controls. 
Meanwhile, 
there 
were these 
government control actions:

DiSalle gave an estimated 150,- 
00 general 
manufacturers, ma­ 
chinery makers and textile pro­ 
ducers an additional 35 days—un­ 
til July 2—to put new ceiling pri­ 
ces into effect.

Up In Kidnaping 


No Trace O f Missing 
California Girl, IO 
RANTA ANA, Calif— (ZP)—Cir­ 
c u m s t a n t i a l evidence is being pre­ 
pared today for grand jury action 
against Henry Ford McCracken, 
held on suspicion of kidnapping 
and slaying 10-year-old Patricia 
Jean Hull, who has been missing 
since last Saturday. 
The 34-year-old guitar player, 
jailed last Sunday, told newsmen 
he knew that “the evidence is pil­ 
ing up against me, but I believe 
I have a lighting chance.” 
Sheriff James Musick said he 
had subjected McCracken, a con- 
\ icted sex offender and former 
Detroiter, to exhaustive question­ 
ing but the prisoner still main­ 
tains his innocence. 
District 
Attorney 
James 
L. 
Davis said he will ask the Orange 
county grand jury tomorrow to 
indict McCracken on charges of 
murder, 
kidnapping 
and 
child 
stealing, although the fate of the 
girl has not been determined. 
Key witnesses 
for 
the 
state, 
Davis said, will be Holly Holland, 
a house mover, who told officers 
that McCracken brought a little 
girl answering Patricia's descrip­ 
tion to a Buena Park motel late 
last Saturday afternoon, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Roy J. 
Reynolds, who 
said they saw McCracken leading 
a girl from a Buena Park theater 
earlier Saturday.

Million Workers 


Get Pay Raises 


Auto Plant Payrolls 
Up $2,800,000 
DETROIT—(ZP)—A million auto 
factory workers marked up three 
cents an hour pay increase today 
with hopes of soon getting an ad­ 
ditional four cents. 
On the basis of a 40-hour work 
week this would mean an addition­ 
al $2,800,000 in their weekly pay 
cheeks. The average hourly wage 
is about $1.85. 
The three cents came from a 
cost-of-living increase gauged un­ 
der the latest rise in the* govern­ 
ment’s consumers price index. 
Today in Washington the Wage 
Stabilization Board began hearings 
on the four-cent item. 
This represents the annual “im­ 
provement factor” in the CIO Uni­ 
ted Auto Workers’ contracts in 
the industry. The lour cents covers 
i ne reused “ prod uct i vi ty.” 
Heads of the UAW-CIO e x p r e s s ­ 
ed confidence that the wage board 
would approve the 
four 
cents 
boost. 
Meantime, auto companies pre­ 
part'd to put the three-cent in­ 
crease into effect June I. 
Since General Motors hooked 
wages to the cost of living three 
years ago, its 335,000 hourly-paid 
workers have had a net gain of 19 
cents an hour. Ford, Chrysler and 
others adopted the pattern last 
year, meanwhile granting 
wage 
boosts to match GM’s.

Escanaba Lawmaker 
Rapped In Senate

LANSING—(ZP)— The possibil­ 
ity of court action or a popular 
referendum today threatened a 1.5 
cent gasoline 
tax 
increase 
ap­ 
proved by the legislature over a 
gubernatorial veto. 
The most likely move was a 
suit in the state supreme court 
attacking the constitutionality of 
a second vote in 
the house 
on 
overriding. 
Democrats Reconsider 
There was still 
a 
possibility, 
however, that 
opponents 
would 
rush through a popular petition 
to block effectiveness of the act 
until the 
voters 
could 
express 
themselves on it in the November, 
1952, election. CIO officials have 
served notice they 
would 
make 
this attempt, but the possibility 
of a court fight may defer the re­ 
ferendum attempt. 
On the second attempt yester­ 
day, four house Democrats jump­ 
ed the party fence to vote with 
Republicans for 
overriding 
the 
veto of a bill to increase the gaso­ 
line tax from three to 4.5 cents a 
gallon starting June I. 
The four Democrats, plus the 
66 votes of the 
full 
Republican 
membership produced a vote of 
70 to 29 for overriding. 
This was 
three more than needed. 
Heat On In Wayne 
Preceding the vote, Ed Carey 
(D-Detroit), minority floor lead­ 
er, laid the groundwork for the 
suit. He made a statement for the 
record that it was his belief that 
[he constitution allowed only one 
vote on the question of overriding 
a veto. 
Following Governor 
Williams’ 
veto last week on the grounds that 
the 1.5 cent increase was exces­ 
sive, the senate overrode. 
The house, however, failed to 
override by one vote. The 66 Re­ 
publicans were one short of the 
necessary vote when the Demo­ 
crats stuck together. 
The 
majority 
then 
slammed 
through a motion 
to 
reconsider 
this vote and then laid the mo­ 
tion-on the table. 
This was a move to gain time 
to force one or 
two Democratic 
votes to shift. The Wayne county 
road commission and Detroit city 
officials, who want the 
gas 
tax 
boost badly, put the heat on. 
Reps. Michael J. O’Brien, John 
J. Fitzpatrick, Thomas C. O’Brien 
and Joseph G. O’Connor, all of 
Detroit, voted with the Republi­ 
cans 
when 
the 
reconsideration 
was made yesterday 
Will Produce $25,000,000 
The 
good 
roads 
federation, 
which has been pushing 
for in­ 
creased 
highway 
taxes 
and

broad program of

re­ 
form for years, estimated the 1.5 
cent increase would produce an 
additional 
$25,500,000

Atlantic Pact Can't 
Stop Russia Yet 
W A S H I N G T O N—<(/P)—Gen. 
Omar Bradley told senators today 
he thinks President Truman was 
right in firing Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur but the “method” of doing 
it 
“probably 
could 
have 
been 
handled better.” 
This implied criticism of the 
summary fashion in which Mac­ 
Arthur was dismissed came at a 
session with Senate investigators 
in which Bradley also: 
Testified 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty nations “do not have the 
capability, right now, of stopping 
an aggression by Russia.” 
Allies Misled? 
Said that while Iran is a danger 
point he is “not too sure the Rus­ 
sians are going to start something 
in Iran before they start it some­ 
where else.” 
Bradley made the North Atlan­ 
tic comment under questioning by 
Sen. Wiley (R-Wis.), who, discus­ 
sing the problem of prolonged war 
in Korea, asked if it wasn’t “dread­ 
fully wrong to give our allies the 
idea that we can defend more than 
we are actually capable of defend­ 
ing?” 
Bradley replied that “the ques­ 
tion of whether or not we can car­ 
ry out our military commitments 
to conform to our diplomatic com­ 
mitments is very much one of 
opinion.” Then he continued: 
Too Many Commitments 
“It may be that right at this 
minute, we do have more diplo­ 
matic commitments than we can 
carry out militarily. 
“Take the North Atlantic Treaty 
organization, for example: 
The 
twelve nations of the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty organization do not 
have the capability, right now, of 
stopping an aggression by Russia. 
“I don’t see why that should im­ 
ply, however, that we shouldn’t go 
on and have the North Atlantic 
Treaty organization, and try to en­ 
courage them to build up their se­ 
curity forces, because that is the 
way you get built up to that com­ 
mitment.” 


Legislators Recess 
For Struggle With 
Red-lnk Budget Bill 


Lansing— (ZP) —Michigan’s ad-^ 
journment-bound legislature took 
a breathing spell today while a 
senate committee struggled with 
a red-ink budget bill for next year 
and 20 conference committees hag­ 
gled over house-senate differences. 
The lawmakers were in recess 
for the day and night and will 
wind up tomorrow even if it means 
stopping the clock at the Friday 
midnight adjournment hour fixed 
weeks ago. 
Conference Friday 
The senate finance appropria­ 
tions committee was the major 
bottle-neck in the closing hours, 
still holding on to the $300,OOO,000- 
odd budget bill for next year. In­ 
dications were that the bill would 
not be in final form before late to­ 
night or tomorrow. In any event, 
a conference to iron out house 
and senate differences 
on 
the 
budget was expected late tomor­ 
row. 


The legislature had left only one 
tax-raising measure to meet the 
deficit budget expected, a corpora­ 
tion franchise 
bill 
already 
ap­ 
proved in the senate in different 
form than that contemplated in 
the house. 
The house, in preliminary de­ 
bate, voted to retain the present 
3V2-mill tax rate on each thous­ 
and dollars of corporation capi­ 
talization and surplus, and to re­ 
move the present $50,000 ceiling on 
the tax any one corporation would 
pay. 
Deficit $35,000,000 
The senate had approved a 4^2- 
mill rate and a $350,000 ceiling, 
exempting six of the state’s larg­ 
est corporations from the full tax. 
House Democrats tried unsuc­ 
cessfully yesterday to switch the 
bill to Governor Williams’ cor­ 
poration profits tax bill, and will

Grand Jury Bill 


Sent To House 


Immunity Provisions 
Not Too Popular 
LANSING —(ZP)— House con­ 
ferees agreed last night to accept 
the stiff immunity provisions of 
the senate version of a bijl to res­ 
tore one-man grand juries. 
The agreement was expected to 
provide the chiel stumbling block 
to house passage of the compro­ 
mise Friday. 
The senate had provided that 
witnesses who refuse 
to 
testify 
must do so if they 
are 
granted 
immunity from prosecution. 
The 
house had provided that such a 
witness might 
refuse 
to accept 
testimony. 
The one-man grand jury sys­ 
tem was used in recent years to 
expose 
sensational 
charges 
of 
graft and corruption in state and 
local governments. 
Criticisms of the abuse of the 
powers of grand jurors and the 
use of the system to further the 
political ambitions of those con­ 
nected with grand juries finally 
led to its abolition two years ago. 
It was supplanted with a three- 
man grand jury. 
The bill to restore the one-man 
system 
retains important provi­ 
sions designed to meet criticisms 
of the original system.

Railroaded By Democrats 
Angry Republican members de­ 
clared the Democrats framed the 
two big revisions at a secret con­ 
ference and pledged the majority 
members to back them as a unit. 
“Legislating 
by 
caucus,” 
Rep. 
Richard M. Simpson (R-Pa) call­ 
ed it. 
Rep. Reed of New York, 
senior 
Republican 
member, de­ 
clared the Democrats “railroaded 
the provisions down our necks.” 
Under the new individual in­ 
come tax plan, taxpayers would 
figure their 
tax under existing 
rates, then add VZ1'? per cent to 
the total liability. This would re­ 
place the committee’s earlier plan 
for an increase of three percent­ 
age points in the rate in each tax 
bracket. 
The new plan is more favor­ 
able than the original one for sin­ 
gle taxpayers with income of up 
to $8,000 a year and for married 
taxpayers with incomes 
under 
$15,000.

ever, would gay more 
Limit v ^ Fer tmt 
Even under the 
proposed 
in­ 
crease, the federal 
government 
could not take more than 90 per 
cent of an individual’s income in 
taxes. 
An 87 
per 
cent 
ceiling

The estimated additional rev­ 
enue is the 
same 
under 
both 
plans—$2,845,000,000 a year. 
The 
$730,000,000 
increase 
in 
corporate taxes would be achieved 
by broadening the base of the tax 
for affected companies. 
The tax 
now applies to that 
part 
of 
a 
company’s profits which exceed 
85 per cent of its average earnings 
from the best three of the four 
years from 1946 through 1949. The 
committee voted to apply the ex­ 
cess 
profits tax 
to everything 
above 75 per cent of the average. 
The overall limit on the amount 
the government could take from a 
corporation in all kinds of taxes 
—normal, surtax and excess pro­ 
fits—would be increased from 62 
per cent to 70 per cent.

Friendly Nations Get 
American Weapons 
WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Presi­ 
dent Truman asked Congress to­ 
day to vote a vast new foreign 
aid program costing $8,500,000,- 
000 to help thwart “Communist 
dreams of world conquest.” 
Of the total, $6,250,000,000 will 
go to strengthen the defenses of 
this country’s friends around the 
world, Mr. 
Truman 
told 
Con­ 
gress. 
He said the money is needed as 
part of a plan to build up with­ 
in Russia 
“internal 
pressures” 
which will cause Soviet leaders 
to abandon their policy of aggres­ 
sion. 
Slavery Can’t Endure 
“It is too early to predict how 
or when this policy will change,” 
he said in a special message sent 
to Capitol Hill. “But 
this 
pro­ 
gram of mutual security will help 
to bring about such a change. 
“It is certain that the united 
vigor and cooperative action of 
the free world can produce such 
results if we act in time. 
“No system based on slavery 
and terror can long withstand the 
tremendous human energies that 
are released by the advance of 
freedom.” 
Mr. Truman said that for the 
time being 
emphasis 
must 
be 
placed on building up the tree 
world’s defenses to “put a stop 
to the Kremlins Lev*

Shortage Is 
Concern Of

Deep concern over the growing 
shortages of school teachers and 
buildings is expressed in the 1951 
platform of the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers. 
Tilt' platform, adopted yesterday 
at the last general session of the 
PTA 
convention, 
recommended 
these alleviating steps: 
1. 
That school t e a c h i n g be 
classed as an essential profession, 
to halt draft board and defense 
industry raids on an already criti­ 
cally short supply of instructors. 
2. 
That top priorities be grant­ 
ed for materials for school build­ 
ing construction. 
Adoption of the seven-page plat­ 
form without argument ended the 
three-day convention of the 6,500,- 
OOO-metnber organization. All all- 
day closed meeting of the board of 
managers was scheduled for today. 
Delegates to the meeting gener­ 
ally agreed that the teacher short­ 
age is education’s most critical 
problem today, and that the need 
for more classrooms rales second 
place on the worry list.

Refugees are being crowded in ­ 
to homes all over West G erm any. 
In Holstein province where Pein 
resides the population has

M any of them have been 
placed in hom es in small villoges 
and ru ra l areas, and as a result 
many of them cannot find w ork 
because they are too far rem oved 
from the factories. 
“The refugees are sneaking out 
of the Russian zone every night,”

Hit-Run Traffic 
Cases Increasing 
A sharp increase in the number of hit and 
run motor vehicle accident cases has 
developed in this area 
within 
recent 
months and law enforcement officials be­ 
lieve that one reason for the increase is 
the failure of garages to report auto dam­ 
ages resulting from accidents. 
The motor vehicle law requires garages 
to report to law enforcement 
authorities 
all cases where a car has been damaged by j 
accident or where there is evidence of a 
vehicle having been struck by a bullet. 
The act provides a weapon to gain evi­ 
dence in motor vehicle accident cases and I 
particularly in hit and run cases. 
! 
It is recognized, of course, that failure 
of the garages to report the accident cases 
is not deliberate nor is it designed to pro­ 
tect wilful traffic violators. It is simply 
laxity in observance of the act. Complete 
compliance, however, would prove helpful 
in Tuning down some of the hit-run cul­ 
prits.

The gas tax increase will benefit not 
only the state highway system 
but 
the 
county roads and city streets as well, since 
all of these groups participate in the divi­ 
sion of gasoline taxes.

T h e Process O f Death' 
rpH IR T Y years ago Woodrow Wilson, a 
-■* president who was also a distinguished 
historian and a profound student of gov­ 
ernment, said: “The history of liberty is 
the history of the limitation of government 
power, not the increase of it. When we re­ 
sist the concentration of power, we are re­ 
sisting the process of death, because con­ 
centration of power is w hat always pre­ 
cedes the destruction of hum an liberties.” 
In the ensuing 30 years, we have seen 
eoncentiations of power 
in 
government 
beyond anything that Wilson could have 
conceived. Millions upon millions of peo­ 
ple* have been reduced to slavery. 
Great 
nations are ruled by terror. The clock of 
freedom has been turned back centuries. 
We Americans are among the relatively 
few peoples who are free. But we will not 
remain free unless we strongly and effec­ 
tively resist the concentration of power in 
government—and so, in 
Wilson’s 
fine 
phrase, resist the process of death. 


Worlds Of Red Tape 
In OPS Rules 
TF anyone thinks the man who runs a re- 
tail store has an easy tim e of it, 
he 
should read some of the directives put out 
by the Office of Price Stabilization con­ 
cerning what retailers, and people in allied 
lines such as eating places, m ust do to con­ 
form with the price control law. 
These directives, in m any cases, are ex­ 
tremely complex. To comply with them, a 
great variety of records— which the retail­ 
er may or may not have on hand—must be 
consulted. An enormous amount of work, 
of course, is involved. 
News reports say that OPS officials have 
been disappointed by the fact that a great 
m any businessmen just haven’t done what 
the law requires within the time allotted 
them to make their reports and post their 
price lists. This, it can be confidently said, 
isn't because retailers and others are cal­ 
lous law breakers. It simply reflects the 
fact that many of them, particularly small 
n itra to rs, haven’t the time, the staffs, or 
the knowledge to comply with regulations 
which have puzzled some of the top ex­ 
perts in business m anagement and pro­ 
cedure. It reflects the further fact that, on 
numerous occasions, OPS field men have 
not fully understood the orders either, and 
that .on other occasions, orders have con­ 
flicted with each other and have been im­ 
possible to follow. 
This always happens when government 
takes a hand in running the economy and 
puts an army of eager 
bureaucrats 
in 
charge. The retailers, the restaurant keep­ 
e r , and everybody else w'ant to be good 
law-abiding citizens and do their full part 
in the current effort to check price infla­ 
tion. But about all they get out of it is 
more and more headaches.

One of the 
latest is a move to reverse the supreme 
court in regard to tidelands oil. 
In 1936, when President Roosevelt tried 
to reverse the supreme court by an act of 
congress, it made headlines for weeks. But 
w ithout benefit of headlines, the big oil 
lobbyists are now trying to reverse the su­ 
preme court ruling that th e submerged oil 
lands off the coast of the United States be­ 
long to all the 48 states, not merely to Cal­ 
ifornia, Texas and Louisiana.

Senate interior committee into voting—7 to 
4—to return tidelands oil to these three 
states.

Hires Eskimos 


Labor Experiment 
Is Being Made 


ANCHORAGE, 
Alaska — The 
Alask i Railroad and some Alaska 
contr ictors are solving 
a 
m an- 
pov r problem this sum m er in a 
un* ue but very logical way: They 
hr t hired Eskimos. 
n previous years Eskimos and 
J dians in Alaska have worked 
»r salmon canneries during the 
um m er fishing season. 
B ut this 
is the first time native labor has 
been tried at so great a distance 
from the natives’ homes. 
“We have high hopes 
they’ll 
m ake excellent 
workm en,” 
said 
Col. J. P. Johnson, general m an­ 
ager of the railroad. “A lready we 
find they catch on quickly, and 
try hard to do the right things.” 
Orientation Problem 
For many of the 250 Eskimos 
the railroad has hired, it is their 
first close contact with the w hite 
m an’s 
neon-lighted 
civilization. 
Though they have seen airplanes 
continually since the late 1920’s, 
and ridden in them often, this is 
their first sight 
of ✓ locomotives, 
trains, railroad tracks, and cities. 
And that raises a big problem . 
“We wonder if any provision 
has been made by the contractors 
and the railroad for the orienta­ 
tion of the Eskimo and the Indian 
w orker to his new surroundings,” 
said the 49th Star, w eekly new s­ 
paper here. 
“ Has any provision been m ade 
for the native worker’s recreation, 
for his education in how to get 
along for a brief summer in a bee­ 
hive of easy dollars?” the paper 
asked. 
The chief problems, 
observers 
point out, are the white 
m an’s 
easily obtained liquor and other 
vices. 
The untutored Alaska na­ 
tive, it has been found, will in­ 
dulge in these to the extent of his 
com plete moral ruin 
if 
precau­ 
tions are not taken. 
Rally to Responsibility 
Some means should be supplied 
to prevent the natives from fall­ 
ing prey to those vices, the 49th 
S tar pointed out, and the natives 
sh ' jld be encouraged “to convert 
U cir wages into better housing, 
health and education 
for 
them ­ 
selves and their fam ilies.” 
This w riter inquired of the rail­ 
road and found that som e pro­ 
visions have been m ade for such 
safeguarding of the best interests 
of the Eskimos. 
“ We had a little trouble with a 
few 
of them when 
they 
first 
reached Anchorage,” said a rail­ 
road spokesman. 
“But 
leaders 
w ere designated among them , and 
of the Eskimos Went uptown, their 
own leaders went along and saw 
to it that they got back safely. 
They seem to rally well to re­ 
sponsibility.” 
Protective Steps 
The spokesman said the railroad 
has flown the Eskimos in on a six 
m onths’ contract and will fly them 
back promptly when 
the 
con­ 
tract is complete. 
“ We 
are 
taking 
all 
possible 
m easures to assure their earnings 
reaching home, and to guarantee 
but the Eskimos them selves will 
reach home in the shortest pos­ 
sible tim e alter their contract is 
term inated,” the spokesman said. 
“ We have to bear in m ind that 
these people 
have 
never 
held 
regular jobs, never counted on 
trade for livelihood, or m et each 
day w ith the same routine. 
“ If we are to integrate them 
into our society, we m ust, first of 
all, keep them from adopting our 
vices. 
Next we m ust teach them 
our skills. Finally we m ust create 
in them the same responsibilities 
we feel toward family and society 
in general,” and Alaska 
official 
said.

play. At four in the m orning the 
“strip” 
is just as jam m ed

alissim o Chiang K ai-shek in this 
country. 
Rapped Chinese Reds 
In his speech Rusk denounced 
the Com m unist Chinese govern­ 
ment as a puppet of Russia 
and 
said th a t the N ationalists on For­ 
mosa would “continue to receive 
important aid and assistance from 
the United States.” Senator Rob­ 
ert A. T aft of Ohio prom ptly de­ 
clared this was a victory for Gen­ 
eral Douglas M acArthur, since it 
represented just w hat M acA rthur 
has been advocating. Rusk denies 
th a t his speech was 
intended to 
m ake any change in adm inistra­ 
tion policy.

2. Tell Chiang K ai-shek that he 
ie free to go back to the m ainland 
to o p e ftte against the

ists. B ut he would have to go in 
his own boats without the help 
of A m erican sea or air support. 
Douglas Opposes Bombing 
Now this, says Douglas, is not 
the M acA rthur 
policy. 
Douglas 
opposes bombing 
in 
M anchuria 
and C hina because to do so would 
kill C hinese 
civilians. 
Killing 
Chinese civilians, as he sees it, 
would be likely to inflam e peoples 
throughout the orient against the 
U nited States especially since the 
suspicion is already w idespread in 
the east th at America 
considers 
O rientals 
expendable. 
A nother 
reason 
Douglas 
opposes

A rth u r^ proposal to bomb is that 
it m ight bring Russia into w hat 
w ould then become W orld W ar 
III.

A rthur policy, then neither does 
it conform to the testim ony given 
by General O m ar Bradley, chair­ 
man of the joint chiefs 
of 
staff, 
before the Senate com m ittee in­ 
vestigating M acA rthur^ dismissal. 
Bradley said the JC S would have 
no 
objection 
to 
unleashing 
Chiang’s troops against the m ain­ 
land. But he m ade it quite plain 
that this could not be done w ith ­ 
out American air and navy and 
possibly also troop support. And

Restore Character 
To Public Life, 
Plea Of Dr. Evans 


B y ED E A ST E R L Y 
C IN C IN N A TI — (ZP) — T he tit­ 
ular lead er of 
2,440,000 
P resb y ­ 
terian s called on his flock today 
to help restore character “in all 
our civ ic and political life.” 
T h e appeal 
came 
from 
Dr. 
Hugh Ivan Evans, retiring m od­ 
erator of the Presbyterian chu rch 
in the U nited States of A m erica. 
Dr. E van s’ sermon opened th e 
163rd general assembly of the n a­ 
tion ’s largest Presbyterian denom - 
intion. 
“C orruption, bribery, deceit in 
high places find the 
church 
an 
unw earied foe,” he told the 880 
com m issioners 
(delegates) 
who 
con stitu te 
his 
church’s 
highest 
governing body. 
“H ere I appeal to you to go on 
record fo r the restoration of ch a r­ 
acter in all our civic and political 
life .” 
H e adm onished: 
“ Respect for L ife ” 
“ L et us increase our respect fo r 
life and property and the ap p re­ 
ciatio n of genuine ethical values 
in ev ery field .” 
T h e D ayton, O., clergym an did 
not d irectly mention the K efau v er 
co m m ittee’s 
expose 
of 
nation­ 
w ide gam bling operations, but his 
prepared text touched on the haz­ 
ards. 
He cautioned: 
“ T he lowered moral standards 
w hich lead to 
the 
b elief 
th at 
m iracles of luck can be su b sti­ 
tuted fo r honest effort and solem n 
w ork x x x must not win in the 
contest w ith Christian conscience 
and ch a ra cter.” 
A lso to be opposed, he added, 
are 
“ intem perance, divorce, 
w ar 
and the social evils grow ing out 
of w a r.” 


Dr. Evans, who Is 
pastor 
of 
W estminster P resbyterian church 
in 
Dayton, 
declared 
that 
the 
church must work constantly to 
erase “racial and 
national 
ten­ 
sions.” 
“Here,” he said, “ we dare not 
slow our pace. 
At our peril, we 
neglect these critical issues.” 
The Presbyterian m oderator e x ­ 
pressed hope of a solution in these 
words: 
“If unwearied 
e ffo rt 
is 
e x ­

On the average course, sloping 
teirain will necessitate your play­ 
ing a large percentage 
of your 
shots with one foot 
higher than 
the other. 
Despite the importance of 
this

way to make such a shot. 
Playing a downhill 
lie means 
your left foot is going to be lower 
than your right. 
The 
normal 
rhythm of 
your 
swing is going to be 
somewhat 
affected by

your weight. 
Definite alternations have to be 
made in stance 
and swing to in­ 
sure a good shot. 
An open stance should be used. 
The ball is lined up off the right
